Ou  tltc  Nile,  near  Bcnisuvcf,  Nov.  IBol. 
Day  before  yesterday  was  one  of  the 
mo.sl  memorable  days  of  iny  life.  I  vij- 
iled  the  Pyramids  ami  Memphis — uot 
the  moundf  of  the  supposed  Memphis, 
wliicli  the  world  believed  lost  forever, 
but  the  i^al  Memphis,  with  its  streets, 
palaces  and  temples,  exhumed  from  the 
devouring  sands  and  frc?li  as  whrix  first 
erected.  This  discovery — not  even  sec- 
ond to  that  of  Nineveh — will  surpttse 
you,  who  have  scarcely  yet  received 
the  first  faint  rumors  of  it.  You  may

ultaueously.  Since  then,  though  sulF- 
ering  stranger  vicisiludes  of  fortune 
than  fall  to  t!io  lot  of  many  at  so  ten- 
der an  a;;e,  lii:  has  aUvays  be'-n  to  its 
study.  In  Autumn  IS-jO,  he  graduated 
at  the  Transylvania  Unirersity,  at  Le.\- 
ington,  and  wentadrift  upon  the  world 
to  pursue  (at  the  instance  of  Dr.  Dodd 
and  other  professors  of  the  university) 
a  science  of  life.

On  awaking  before  sunrise  at  Gizeh, 

"e  found  our  donkeys  in  readiness,  and 
I  bestrode  the  same  faithful  little  gray 
who  had  for  three  daja  carried  me 
through  the  bazaars  of  Cairo.  Wc  left 
orders  for  the  rais  to  go  on  with  the 
Cleopatra  to  Bedracheyny,  a  village  near 
the  supposed  site  of  Memphis,  and  ta- 
king Achmet  with  us,  rode  ofl"  gayly 
ninong  the  iniid  hovels  and  under  ihc. 
date-trees  of  Gizeb,  on  our  way  to  the 
Pyramids.  Near  the  extremity  of  the 
village,  wc  rntorcd  one  of  the  lar;;c 
chicken-batching  eslablishmenls  for 
which  the  place  is  framed,  but  found  it 
empty.  Wc  disturbed  a  numerous  fam- 
ily couched  together  on  the  clay  lloor, 
crept  on  our  hands  and  knees  through 
two  small  holes  and  inspected  sundry 
ovens  covered  with  a  layer  of  chafl", 
and  redolent  of  a  mild,  moist  heat  and 
a  feathery  saiell.  The  owner  informed  ' 
us  that  for  the  first  four  or  five  days  the  { 
eggs  were  exposed  to  smoke  a.s  'veil  as 
heat,  and  that  when  the  birds  began  to 
pick  the  shell,  which  generally  took 
[iluce  in  fifteen  days,  they  were  placed 
in  another  oven  and  carefully  accouch- 
ed. 

The  rising  sun  shone  redly  on  tlic 
Pyramids,  as  we  rode  out  on  the  broad 
harvest  land  of  the  Nile.  The  black, 
unctuous  loam  was  still  too  moist  from 
the  inuiidalion  lo  be  plowed,  except  in 
spots,  here  and  there,  hut  even  where 
the  water  bad  scarce  evaporated,  mil- 
lions of  germs  wero  pushing  their  slen 
der  blades  up  to  the  sun-shine 
prolific  soil,  the  growth  of  grain  is  vis. 
ible  froth  day  to  day.  The  Fellahs  were 
at  work  on  all  sides,  preparing  for 
plantings,  and  the  ungainly  bufialoes 
drew  their  long  plows  slowly  through 
the  Soil.  When  freshly  turned,  the 
earth  has  a  rich,  sofi  luster,  like  dark- 
brown  velvet,  beside  which,  the  fields 
of  young  wheat,  beans  and  Until?,  flit- 
ter with  the  most  brilliant  green.  The 


The  sun  glared  hot  on  the  sand  as  we 
toiled  op  the  ascent ^to   the  base  of 

Cheops,  whose  sharp  corners  were  now 
broken  into  zigvsi:;3  by  the  layers  of 
stone.  As  we  dismounted  in  his  -jliad- 
ow,  at  the  foot  of  the  path  which 
leads  up  (o  the  entran«e,'bn  the  north- 
ern side,  a  doaen  Arabs  beset  us.  They 
belonged  to  the  regula;  band  who  have 
the  Pyramids  in  change,  and  are  so  re- 
nowned for  thcli  impiidonce  that  it  is 
customary  to  employ  the  januissary  of 
some  consulate  in  Cafro,  as  a  protec- 
tion. Before  leaving  (.■'/■•h  I  give  Acli- 
inet  my  sabre,  wliicii  I  tiiought  would 
be  sufilcient  show  to  secure  us  from 
their  impprtuuitiea.  -.«^owever,  when 
we  had  mounted  to  the  entrance  nd 
were  preparing  to  climb  to  the  suuiinit, 
they  demanded  a  dollar  from  each  for 
their  company  on  the  way.  This  was 
just  double  the  usunl  free,  and  wc  flatly 
refused  the  demand.  My  friend  iu  the 
meantime  had  become  so  giddy  from 
the  few  steps  he  had  mounted  thai  he 
decided  to  return,  and  1  ordered  Ach- 
met, who  knew  the  way,  to  go  on  with 
me,  and  leave  the  Aralis  to  their  bowl- 
ings. Their  leader  instantly  sprang  be- 
fore him  and  attempted  to  force  him 
back.  This  was  too  much  for  Achmet, 
who  thrust  the  man  aside,  whereopon  he 
was  instantly  beset  by  three  or  four  and 
received  several  hard  blows.  The  strug- 
gle took  place  just  on  the  verge  of  the 
stones,  and  he  was  prudent  enough  to 
drag  his  assailants  into  the  open  space 
be  lore  the  entrance  of  the  Pyramid. — 
My  friend  sprang  toward  the  group 
with  his  cane,  and  I  called  lo  the  don- 
key driver  to  bring  up  my  sabre,  but  by 
this  time  Achmet  had  released  himself, 
wilh  the  loss  of  his  turban. 

The  Arabs,  who  had  threatened  to 
treat  us  in  tlic  same  manner,  then  rc 
duced  their  demand  to  the  regular  foe  of 
five  piastres  for  each.  1  took  three  of 
tliein  and  commenced  the  ascent,  leav- 
ing Ailiinet  and  my  friend  b'low.  Two 
boys  followed  ut,  with  bottles  of  water. 
At  first,  the  way  seemed  hazardous,  for 
the  stones  were  covered  wit  sand  and 
Iraguients  wliieli  had  l.ilUii  t  roiu  above,  | 
but  after  uo  had  moiiuied  twenty  cour- 
se.s,  the  hard,  smooth  blocks  o.*"  granite 
formed  broader  and  more  secure  steps. 
Two  Arabs  went  before,  one  holding 
each  of  my  hands  while  llic  third  shoved 
me  up  from  the  rear.  The  assistance 
thus  rendered  was  not  slight,  for  few 
of  the  stones  arc  less  than  four  feet  in 
height.  Tbe  water-boys  scampered  up 
beside  us  with  the  agility  of  cats.  We 
In  this'  stoppeda  moment  lo  take  brea'.h.a'.  a  sort 
^ '  of  resting  place  half-way  up — an  open- 
ing in  the  pyramid  communicating  with 
the  uppermost  of  the  interior  chambers. 
I  had  no  sooner  sal  dowi  ,  on  t!,c  ii  -;.  r 
est  stone,  than  tne  Arabs  strelcIiuJ 
themselves  at  my  feet  a  .d  entertained 
me  with  le.osl  absurd  mix' me  of  llatt'^ry 
and  menace.  One  patting  the  calves 
of  my  legs,  cried  out;  "0,  wliat  fine, 
legs  !  how  fast  they  come  up  nn. 
body  ever  went  up  the  Pyramid  so  fast!"' 
while  the  others   aided:    "here  vou 


side,  sliding  and  leaping  from  s'one  to 
stone  witiiout  stopping  to  take  breath, 
and  reached  the  base  in  five  or  six  njin- 
utes.  I  was  fjoeAciud  from  the  previ- 
ous assault,  ihat  I  neither  felt  fatigue 
ot  giildincsson  the  way  up  and  down, 
and  was  not  aware  how  violent  had 
been  tlic  c.\crtiou.  But  when  I  touch- 
nd  the  level  sand,  all  my  strength  van- 
ished in  an  instanl.  I  covlcl  scarcely 
see  or  apeak,  and  was  forced  to  lie 
down  for  a  considerable  time,  before  it 
was  possible  to  sit  upright  on  my  don- 
key. Even  now,  after  the  lapse  of  two 
days,  I  move  with  as  much  difficulty  as 
a  rheumatic  patient.  I  feel  the  Pyra- 
mid in  my  boucs,  and  aasnredly  slmll 
not  soon  forget  it. 

The  Arabs,  who  at  fir^t  had  tlircafcn- 
cncd  to  kill  Aeli'net.  now  come  for- 
warii  iiiid  ki<>e(I  In.'.  Iiaiuls,  incuLdy  en- 
treating pardon.  ]>ut  his  pride  had 
been  too  severely  touched  by  the  blows 
he  had  received,  and  he  repulsed  Ihein, 
spitting  upon  the  ground,  as  the  strong 
est  /nark  of  contempt.  Ws  considered  it 
due  to  him,  to  ourselves  and  to  other 
travelers  after  us,  to  represent  the  mat- 
ter to  the  Sheik  of  tbe  Pyramids,  who 
lives  in  a  village  called  Konoyseh,  a 
mile  distant,  and  ordered  Achmet  to 
conduct  us  thither.  We  first  rode 
along  the  base  of  the  Pyramid  of  Ceph- 
renes,  and  down  the  sand-drifts  to  tlic 

maj^-stic  head  of  theSphynx.      1  sha' 1' forin"r!y  stood   tJiere.     The  whole  of 


the  village,  where  we  give   the  coiTce- 
bearer  a    ba r k.diisli ,  dic-inissrd  our  wat 
er-boys,  and  turned  our  dcakey'^  heads 
toward  Abousir. 

Achraet's  dark  skin  was  pale  from 
his  wounded  pride  and  I  was  isint  from 
my  Pyramid  climbiag,  kat  •  coM  fowl, 
eaten  aa  we  eel  is  tke  am,  oa  Hw  bor- 
der of  the  glowing  desert,  comforted  ns. 
The  dominion  of  the  sand  haa  here  as 
distinct  a  bound  as  that  of  the  sea  ; 
there  is  not  thirty  yards  from  the  black, 
pregnant  loam  .  to  ihc  fiery  plain, 
where  no  spear  of  grass  grows.  Our 
path  lay  souc'iimes  on  ou.^  -ide  of  the 
border,  sometimes  on  I'l  J  u  iior,  for  more 
than  an  hour  au  la  iialf,  liii  we  reach- 
ed the  ruincrl  pyramids  of  Ahousir, 
where,  it  turne  I  southward  into  the  des- 
ert. After  seeing  Cheops  aul  Ceph- 
rcnos,  these  pyramid.-*  are  only  interest- 
ing on  ac  ount  of  their  dilapidated 
state  a:i  1  I'.io  peculiarity  of  their  forms, 
some  of  their  sides  taking  a  most  ob- 
tuse aii:;Ie  at  half  their  heigiit.  They 
are  Inuied  deep  in  the  sand,  which  has 
so  drifted  toward  the  plain,  that  from 
the  broad  hollow  Ijing  between  tkea 
and  the  gionp  of  Sakkara,  mote  than  a 
mile  distant,  every  sign  of  vegetation  is 
shut  out.  Vast,  sloping  cause  ways  of 
ma.sonry  lead  up  to  two  of  them,  and  a

cd  after  them,  insisting  in  very  good 

h^nglish  that  wc  should  drink  at  once, 
and  take  them  with  us  to  the  Pyra- 
mids. 

Our  donkey's  hoofs  now  sank  deep  in 
the  Libyan  sands,  and  wc  looked  up  to 
the  great  stone-piles  of  Cheops,  CSeph- 
renes  and  Mycerinus,  not  more  than  a 
half  a  mile  distant.  Our  sun-rise  view 
of  the  Pyramids  on  leaving  Gizeh,  was 
sufiicient,  had  I  gone  no  further,  and  1 
approached  them,  without  violent  emo- 
tion, but  with  a  quiet  feeling  of  the 
most  perfect  satisfaction.  Tbe  form 
of  the  Pyramid  is  so  simple  and  com- 
plete, that  notliing  is  left  lo  the  imagi- 
natiou.  Those  vast,  yellowish  gray 
masses,  whose  tape  lean  'against  the 
serene  blue  heaven,  enter  the  mind  and 
rcmiin  in  the  memory  with  no  shock  of 
surprise,  no  stir  of  unexpected  admira- 
tion. The  impression  they  give  and 
leave,  is  calm,  grand  and  euduriug  as 
theaMeUee. 


get  up  and  begin  climbinj,  and  they  did 
not  cease  pulling  and  pushing. till  they 
left  me  breathless  on  the  summit.  The 
whole  ascent  did  not  occupy  wore  than 

ten  minutes. 

The  view  from  Chcop';  has  been  of- 
ten described.  1  can  not  say  that  it 
increased  my  iuipression  of  tlr;  majesty 
and  grandeur  of  the  1'}  rniii  1,  for  I'.ial 
was  already  complete.  My  ejes  wan- 
dered off  from  tho  cours-s  of  granite, 
broadening  away  below  my  feet,  to  con- 
template the  glorious  grc'  U  of  the  Nile- 
plain,  barred  with  palm  trees  and  di- 
vided by  the  gleaming  flood  of  tiic  an- 
cient river ;  the  minarets  of  Cairo ; 
the  purple  walls  of  th  far  Arabian 
mountains;  the  pyramid  groups  of  Sak- 
kara and  Dashoor,  overlooking  vanish- 
ed Memphis  in  the  south  ;  and  the  arid 
yellow  waves  of  the  Libyan  desert, 
which  rolled  unbroken  to  the  western 
aky.  The  clear,  open  heaven  above, 
which  seemed  to  radiate  light  from  its 
entire  concave,  clasped  in  its  embrace 
and  harmonized  ihc  di  tie  rent  features  of 
this  wonderful  landscape.  There  wa.s 
too  much  warmtliand  brilliance  for  des- 
olation. Every  ihing  was  alive  and 
real  ;  the  Pyramids  were  not  ruins,  and 
t!ie  dead  Fharaoabs,  the  worshippers  of 
Aihor  and  Apis,  did  not  once  enter  my 
mind. 

My  wild  attendants  did  not  long  al- 
low me  enjoy  the  view  quietly.  Toes- 
cape  from  the  importance  of  backshish,  I 
gave  them  two  piastres  in  copper  coin, 
which  instsntly  turned  their  flatteries 
into  the  most  bitter  complaints.  It 
was  insulting  to  give  so  little,  and  they 
preferred  having  none  ;  If  1  would  oot 
give  a  dollar,  1  might  take  the  money 
back.  I  took  it  without  more  ado,  and 
putMiinto  my  pocket.  This  rather  sur- 
prised them,  nn.l  first  on",  and  then  an- 
other came  to  me  and  begged  to  have  it 
again,  on  his  own  private  account.  I 
threw  the  coins  hi-h  into  the  air,  and 
as  they  liattcred  down  on  the  stones, 
there  ensued  SJch  a  scramble  as  would 
havcsenl  any  but  Arabs  over  thec  lgejof 
the  Pyramid.  Wc  then  commenced 
the  descent,  two  seizing  my  hands  as 
before  and  dragging  me  headlong  after 
them.    We  went  straight  down  the 


to  play  our  Cadi  with  the  uccessarj 
gravity  of  coun'enance  was  a  difficult 
matter.  It  was  rather  embarrassing  to 
sit  crDss -legged  so  long,  and  to  look  so 
severe.  My  face  was  of  the  color  of  a 
boilftd  lobster,  from  tbe  sun,  and  in  or 
der  to  protect  my  eyes.  I  had  taken  off 
my  cravat  and  bound  it  around  the  red 
tar-bouch.  My  friend  had  swathed  his 
felt  hat  in  like  manner,  and  when  the 
sheik  looked  at  us  from  time  to  time, 
while  Achmet  spoke  of  our  friendship 
with  all  tlie  Cous'.ils  in  Cairo,  it  was  al- 
most too  much  to  enjoy  (luletly.  How- 
ever, the  sheik,  w.'io  wore  a  red  cap  and 
a  single  cotton  garment,  treated  us 
with  more  respect.  His  serene,  im- 
partial  demeanor,  as  he  heard  the  testi- 
mony of  the  various  witnesses  who  were 
called  up,  was  most  admirable.  After 
half  an  hour's  delay,  the  inessengeri 
returned,  and  tbe  guilty  parties  were 
brought  into  court,  looking  somewhat 
alarmed  and  submissive.  We  identified 
the  two  ringleaders,  and  after  consider- 
ing the  matter  thoroughly,  the  sheik  or- 
dered that  they  should  be  instantly  bas- 
tinadoed.

A  brute, 
incapable  ol  reflection,  leaves,  as  it 
Ircse,  tm  its  Creator  to  provide  for  the 
at  siuri  ont  of  its  end.  iu  coovcttieot 
coo.'.,  an  d  move*  with  en  irresistible 
power  towarJs  the  object,  hy  v.  !iic!i  it 
(••llnred.  But  man.endowed  with  an 
■•dersUnding.  through  which  he  was 
made  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  hi": 
Cfcntor.  is  enabled. bjr  it  to  know  the  fi 
nal  end*  cf  things;  which  ends  cannot 
be  kiiMvn  tlirons'i  material  sensitive 
perceptions;  heuce  he  knons  the  order 
iietween  mcnas  and  ftasl  end.  and, if  so, 
lie  is  able  uUo  to  know,  whst  brutes 
cannot,  viz:  what  is  co««««i««l or  Aeiics/ 
^<r;  and  all  this  he  knows  oi;ly  throngh 
the  exercises  and  sctivitjr  of  that  very 
faculty,  which  is  speciScal,  and  conse- 
fjuently  essentially  proper  to  liiin  alone 
in  this  risible  universe.  But  we  cbscr- 
red  (No.  III.  11.)  that  the  appfcheasion 
natural  to  a  being  is  the  internal  prin-

knowledge,  man  naturally  longs  after 
food  in  general;  licnce  he  wishes  for 
some  particular  good,  whenever  it  is  to 
be  found;  and  as  oaafal  and  delightful 
good  are  both  good,  so  man  cannot  but 
wish  for  them.  But  yet  be  has  to  wish 
loc  theaa  as  he  koowa  theas;  aod  since 
Im  kaowa  them  subordinate  to  the  con- 
MaieaC  or  k§»est  good;  the  useful  good 
as  the  Meaos  for  aa  ead,  oad  the  dc- 
]'r-li<fvl  BS  tlie  efl'cLt  of  a  cause,  so  man 
has  to  wish  for  thoni  in  their  natural 
relation  tohisprlaisry  and  natural  ^ood, 
viz:  the  co»?teiiteK(or  kontit.  It  is  then 
this  cexrentcnf  or  Aoitesf  good,  which 
caaacs  (he  vbifvl  and  delightful  good  to 
be  f  rw  good,  by  ordaining  them  accord- 
ing to  the  dt  sign  and  iateat  of  the  Cre- 
ator. Hone  it  is,  that  -ve  call  delight 
gaed  only,  when  it  is  orderly,  viz:  witli 
doe  Mhordiaatioa  to  the  coavsafeaf  or 
fcoTJcst  gooil,  which  subordination  con- 
sists in  its  being  tbe  effect  of  the  pos- 
aeasioa  of  the  ceaamfeaC  or  koosaf  good. 
On  tbe  contrtrj.  We  do  Mt  call  order 
£ood,  simply  'hecaaao  it  is  idighlfttl. 

From  this siaipia dwory  we  may  con- 
clude, that  all  systems  of  Moral  Philos- 
ophy may  be  reduced  to  two  principal 
oucs.  For  every  Moral  Philosophy 
ought  to  be  a  guide  or  rule  for  the  doing 
of  good;  consequently,  .<:y stems  offering 
^.;L!l  a  guide  or  rule  must  be  as  many 
a  a  there  arc  species  of  good.  But  the 
species  of  good  are  hot  two,  vit:  the  dc- 
Hthfful  and  the  /iOJiC5f|good ;  for  as  to 
usfful  good  it  is  always  relative,  and  in 
cooa^oaaee  it  May  he  redaoed  to  that 
fpetirs  of  [;ood,  to  which  it  refers.  In 
fact,  if  you  tell  me  :  do  such  a  thing  be- 
caooe  it  will  prove  uuful  t0  you,  I  will 
in  mediately  ask:  of  what  use  it  will  be 
to  me.  To  ihi^  qucf^liou  you  cannot 
answer  but  by  saying,  that,  what  I  will 
do,  will  Jet  me  atlaia  either  a  coaaeat- 
cnl  or  a  delightful  good.  There  are  then 
only  two  characteristics,  by  cither  of 
which  all  systems  on  Moral  Philosophy 
are  eaaentially  distingaidied.  Rome 
say;  such  an  act  is  dtl ightf ul ;  therefore 
it  isJUNcsl.  Others  say:  such  an  act  is 
kOKCaC:  tker^Tt  U  ia  ^f>kl/af .  The 


niay  be  associated  wi.h  various  meta- 
physical doctrines,  it  is  evident,  that 
various  and  very  different  theories  may 
originate  from  them,  as  we  will  see 
hereafter. 

2%.  I«et  as  BOW  return  to  that  sub- 
ordination, which  we  proved  (21)  to 
be  proper  to  the  useful  ?s  well  as  to  the 
delightful  good  with  respect  to  the  con- 
venient or  keaeaf  good.  This  tabofdi- 
nation  is  metaphysicaUy  necessary;  for 
it  is  impossible,  that  a  faculty  or  a  be- 
iag  should  iacline  to  two  dlffeieat  ob^ 
jects,  710/  sulordinate  to  each  ofl  er,  as 
to  its  proper  end.  Can  any  material 
body  moved  by  aa  estriasic  cause  be 
directed  totwoeaJs  not  subordinate  to 
each  other  ?  No;  by  no  means.  A  pari 
neither  a  faculty  or  a  nature  can  inclin^ 
to  two  ends,  which  are  not  subordinate 
to  each  other.— (No.  lY,  18.)
